assigning a unique identifier for each software product in said digital 
storage device; 

writing the identifier of said custom-ordered software products into the non- 
volatile memory of said computer syster 

inserting said digital storage deviceXinto said digital storage drive; 

reading said identifier in said non^votatile memory of said computer 
system; 

comparing said identifier in said non-vo)ajj|e memory with said identifier of 
the customer-ordered software products : and 

installing the custom-ordered software prodWs onto the hard disk of the 
computer system only if the identifier in said non-volafile matches the Identifier of 
the customer-ordered softwar e products . 
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\16. (Currently amended) The method as recited in Claim 15 wherein said set 
at software products is written onto said digital storage device before said 
custom-ordered software is ordered by a customer. 



17. "(Currently amended) The method as recited in Claim 15 further 
comprisiog the step of testing the set of software products before it is written onto 
said digitaPstorage device.

a processor;
